JOHN JAMES DEUTSCH 


Mr. Deutsch was born in 1911 in Quinton, Saskatchewan. He 
attended high school in Regina and graduated from Queen's Univer- 
sity in 1935, After graduation he joined the Bank of Canada and 
was on the research staff of the Bank from 1936 to 1942. He served 
as special wartime assistant to the Under-Secretary of State for 
External Affairs from 1942 to 1944 and joined the editorial staff 
on the Winnipeg Free Press as economic adviser in 1945. In 1946, 
he became Director of the International Economic Relations Division 
of the Department of Finance and was appointed Assistant Deputy 
Minister of Finance in 1953. He was Secretary of the Treasury 
Board from 1954 to 1956 when he resigned to become Professor and 
Head of the Department of Economics and Political Science at the 
University of British Columbia in Vancouver. In 1959, he was 
appointed Vice-Principal (Administration) and Professor of Eco- 
nomics at Queen's University, becoming Vice-Principal in 1962. 

He was appointed Chairman of the Economic Council of Canada in 
1963. 


Over the years he has been associated, as an adviser or a 
member, with a number of royal commissions and committees of in- 
quiry, including the Royal Commission on Dominion-Provincial 
Relations (on loan from the Bank of Canada 1937-40), the Royal 
Commission on Administrative Classifications in the Public Ser- 
vice (1946), the Royal Commission on Newfoundland Finances (1957), 
the Natural Gas Distribution Enquiry Commission of Greater Winnipeg 
(1958), the Special Senate Committee on Manpower and Employment 
(1960-61), the Royal Commission on Higher Education in New 
Brunswick (1961-62) and the Committee of Inquiry into the Un- 
employment Insurance Act (1961-62). 


EVERETT CHERRINGTON HUGHES 


Professor Hughes was born in 1897 and received his Ph.D. 
degree from the University of Chicago in 1928. 


He has taught at McGill University from 1927 to 1938 and at 
the University of Chicago from 1938 to 1961. Since then he has 
been at Brandeis University. 


In 1931-32, he did research in Germany as a Social Science 
Research Council Fellow. He was the editor of the American 
Journal of Sociology from 1952 to 1960, and he was Chairman at 
Chicago from 1952 to 1956. 


His many academic honours include:

JOHN JAMES DEUTSCH 


Né en 1911 @ Quinton, Saskatchewan, M. Deutsch fit ses études 
secondaires & Régina et compléta ses études universitaires 4 1'Uni- 
versité Queen en 1935, De 1936 a 1942 il travailla avec 1'équipe 
de recherches de la Banque du Canada.
